16 miles of sheets and 15 miles of 
blankets, we are still far from getting 
to the end of the line, as to complete 
we have 5} miles of aprons, 8} miles 
of quilts, 17 miles of serviettas, and 
19 miles of tablecloths, the last piece 
being about 162 miles from the start- 
ing point—or somewhst more than 
the distance from Crewe to London.
